Fire Starts in Tractor, and 

^luff Lake Man Loses 

All Machinery 

Only the herd of 21 head of dairy 
cattle was saved in a fire that des- 
troyed the barn and contents bo- 
longing to Charles Paddock of 
Bluff lake last Friday forenoon 
with a loss estimated at $20,000. 

One heifer was overlooked by Mr. 
Paddock as he led his herd to safe- 
ty and it was destroyed. 

With the 30x70 foot barn and ad- 
joining machine shed the flames 
consumed all of Mr. Paddock's farm 
machinery, dairy equipment and 20 
tons of hay. ' 

The machinery comprised the 
tractor in which the fire started, a 
binder, a cultivator, plows, a disc 
harrow, hay mower, milking ma- 
chines and tools of many kinds. "In 
fact, I lost all the equipment one 
has to have today in farming," said 
Mr. Paddock. <^, 

Paddock said that he started the 
tractor which was stored in the barn ^ 
and lot it run for about five minutes 
to see whether it was working pro- 
perly or not. That was about 11 a. 
m. 

"Then I let it stop and a moment 
later got Into the seat with tlic idea 
of driving the machine out of the 
barn. When I stopped on the start- 
er flames commenced to shoot out 
and an instant later the whole en- 
gine of the tractor was afire," he 
said. 

Paddock said ho rushed to the 
house and got a small extinguisher, 
but by the time he got back the 
blaze was beyond his power to con- 
trol it. The fire caught the flooring 
and spread rapidly. 

Removal of the cows was the 
owner's first thought and he barely 
had time to get the animals out 
before the building was a roaring 
furnace. 

Fire departments from Antioch 
and Lake Villa responded quickly 
but the wind-fanned flames con- 
sumed the barn so quickly that 
there was, no ^^opportunity to save 
any portion of it. 

The firemen did an excellent job 
in saving the granary, garage and 
house which were in the direct path 
of the flames blown from the south- 
west, Paddock said. There was plen- 
ty of water to cool the protected 
buildings and to extinguish any 
sparks. 

The barn and its contents burned 
exceedingly rapid, Mr. Paddock 
said and within 20 minutes times 
the mow fell in. The rapidity with 
which the building burned although 
making a very hot blaze, lessened 
the time in which other buildings 
were placed in danger. 

The Bluff lake farmer said he 
disposed of some of his dairy cattle 
and the rest he is sheltering at tlie 
nearby Walter Forbrich farm and 
milking them by hand. Ho said that 
h.s insurance will cover only about 
one-fifth of his loss. He hopes to re- 
build and keep on farming. His life 
has been spent on this form.

How To Regiment The Country 

The debate over price control, which dominated 
the news not so long ago, has slackened. The most 
apparent reason for this is that, in most lines, prices 
have leveled off, and in some lines there has been a 
distinct downward swing. That is reflected in the vari- 
ous cost-of-living indices. 

This does not mean that the issue has gone 
permanently out of the limelight. Strong inflationary 
factors— snotably the enormous spending of the Fe- 
deral government — are still with us. It is possible that 
the upward trend in prices will again be resumed. 
Should that happen, political pressure for price con- 
trols of some Idnd will bo turned on full blast. The 
public should keep in mind the issue involved, and 
what a dictated economy could mean. 

The basic fallacy of price control is that people 
cannot be forced to produce goods "and sell Ihem at a 
price which allows no profit, or may entail a loss. 
Take meat for an exampler^-it was the center of the 
price controversy some months ago. If farmers and 
ranchers saw th&t the government was deterrnined to 
fix the price at an unprofitable level, they would 
gradually-stop prpducing it. The result would be scar- 
city and then an actual shortage.

YOUR INCOME TAX

Dcauctiblo Taxes . . 

The taxpayer who desires to item- 
ize his deductions on the long Form 
1040 win want to claim his allow- 
able taxes. Included in the list of 
taxes you may claim are personal 
property taxes, state and local sales 
taxes and real estate taxes. 

If you own real estate and pay 
the taxes, you may claim them in 
the year paid, provided you are on 
cash receipts and disbursements 
basis. This is true even though you 
have been delinquent in your pay- 
ments of taxes for several years 
and pay them in a lump sum. in one 
year. (The penalty on delinquent 
taxes is not deductible, but the in- 
terest is deductible as interest). If 
you are on the accrual basis you 
claim your deduction for taxes in 
the year in which accrued. 

As stated- in last week's article, 
special assessments . for local im- 
provements on property you own 
are not taxes but additional cost to 
your property and not, deductible as 
expenses for income, tax purposes. 
You may clain> only these taxes 
which are assessed directly on your 
.property and never taxes on the 
[property of someone else, regardless 
of the fact that you- may actually' 
have paid them. You do riot own the 
streets, alleys or highways on which 
special assessments are sjiread. 
However,v you may receive* the 
benefit of such expenditures when 
you seU your property, for; they re- 
present QxJditional cost. -: ; ' • . " 

Water tax is deductible on pro- 
perty you hold for income-produc- 
ing purposes but is not allowable as 
a deduction for any part of the pro- 
perty you occupy, since" the so-call- 
ed tax is then a service *charge, to 
you. -

1040 if itemized deductions are 
claimed. 

The following taxes, however, 
may be deducted as credits against 
the tax by those filing single, sepa- 
rate or joint returns on' Form 1040, 
provided the standard deduction or 
tax table are not used: 

(a) Income tax paid to a- foreign
